The names of the children are w ith­ 
held at this time, but they are known 
and if they persist in carry ing on the 
practice, arrests and ex posures will 
follow, and not only w ill the children 
suffer arrest, bnfc it w ill be learned if 
older heads hav e not play ed a part in 
clev erly separating a number of cha ri­ 
table citizens from their donations.

It Is the belief of those who had charge 
of the gruesome work that all of the 
dead have been removed and that the 
total list of victims will not go above 
170. The ratio of women and girls to 
men and boy s is about nine to one. 
The work of identification in very 
many cases is a hopeless task, as 
many of the bodies are still ly ing in 
confused state at the four improvised 
morgues, burned and mangled bey ond 
hope of recognition. 
The inhabitants of the little borough 
in the Berks county hills are steeped 
in grief. The calamity is terrible when 
it is realized that the population of 
the place is about 2,500 and has para­ 
ly zed the town, and the people are 
going about dazed. They scarcely re­ 
alize what has happened and cannot 
believe that loved ones, friends or ac­ 
quaintances were lost in thfe awful 
panic and fire. It is safe to say that 
every body in the place either lost one 
or more relatives or was intimately 
acquainted with those who died in the 
fire. 
In several cases whole families 
were wiped out. If ever a community 
was truly in mourning it is the sub­ 
stantial town of Boy ertown today . 
By the time the fire had subsided so 
the benumbed and exhausted firemen 
could begin the task of disentangling 
the mass of burned beams and twisted 
iron, the entire ruins were coated with 
ice and there was danger of the walls 
falling. 
The work wënt slow. 
Coro­ 
ner Strasser of Reading had a detail 
of men ready to tag the bodies and 
keep a record of the description of 
every corpse removed. 
The bodies 
were so badly burned, however, that 
there was little to describe them by , 
and it is*safe to say that not half the 
victims will ever be identified. 
The 
rescuers after a while became thor­ 
oughly exhausted from the cold and 
y ou wood either for cooking or 
heatiDg jiar(j WOrk, and for a time the work 
purposes.

came almost to a standstill. 
Fortu­ 
nately the Philadelphia 
& Reading 
Railway company sent W. H. Keffer, 
superintendent of the Reading divi­ 
sion, to the scene to see w hat the com­ 
pany could do, and Mr. Keffer offered 
the company ’s assistance to Coroner 
Strasser. 
Chief Burgess Kohler was 
unable to furnish men to help and Cor­ 
oner 
Strasser 
immediately 
availed 
himself of the railroad’s proffer. 
Within an hour the company had 
two carloads of laborers and carpen­ 
ters on the ground and the wrork of 
recovering bodies moved so rapidly 
that victims were being taken from 
the ruins at the rate of two every five 
minutes. 
The Rhoades opera house was locat­ 
ed on the second floor of a three-story 
brick building. The first floor was oc­ 
cupied by a national bank and several 
v stores, and the third floor was used 
for lodge rooms. 
The entertainment 
hall was a large room about fifty feet 
wide and seventy -five feet long. It had 
no gallery . 
There was a stairway at 
the front of the building and a narrow' 
exit in the rear of the stage. Fire es- j 
capes w'ere built on both sides and on 
the front of the building. 
So far as can be learned there were 
about 425 persons packed in the room, 
most of whom were adults. The num­ 
ber of children present was compara­ 
tively small. 
There were about sixty - 
fire persons, all local talent, on the 
stage, who were giving a performance 
of the Scottish Reformation. 
The en­ 
tertainment was nearly over, the audi­ 
ence waiting for the curtain to go up 
on the last-part, when something went 
wrong with the calcium light appara­ 
tus that was perched on a small plat­ 
form near the front entrance of the 
building and at the back of the audi­ 
ence. 
The light was in charge of H. 
W. Fischer^ of Carlisle, Pa., and he 
say s a rubber tubing slipped from one 
of the tanks. 
At any rate there was 
a loud hissing sound which caused 
many in the audience to turn their 
heads in curiosity to see what it was. 
There was absolutely no panic up to 
this time, and probably nothing would 
have happened if one or more of the ’ 
performers behind the curtain had not 
been curious to learn w'hat was caus­ 
ing the noise. 
Who he or they were, probably will 
never be known. Hearing the hissing 
1 
sound and the slight commotion in th e 
1 
audience, one of the performers raised 
1 
the curtain from the floor. In front of 
the curtain- and serving as footlights 
wras a tin tank perhaps eight feet long, 
three inches wide and three inches 
high. 
In contained coal oil and about 
ten lights. In raising the curtain the 
performer 
accidentally 
turned 
this 
tank over and it fell to the floor with­ 
in a few inches of those persopg in 
the front row» . 
The Rev. Adam A. 
Weber, pastor of St. Johns Lutheran 
church, for the benefit of whose Sun­ 
day school the entertainment was be­ 
ing given, tried to pick up the tank 
with the assistance of others, but be­ 
fore they could do so the oil flowed out 
and caught fire. 
Then came the in­ 
evitable cry of “fire” and w'hat fol­ 
lowed has been impossible to accur­ 
ately tell. Ey e-witnesses say that the 
audience rose en masse and the one ! 
impulse was to reach the front door. 
All attempted it, but few got out. 
The seats in the center of the hall 
were of the usual 
folding variety 
screwed to the floor, while those along 
the sides of the hall were loose chairs. 
In the scramble to get out many per- 


i sons fell over the chairs and were 
never able to regain their feet. Those 
w'ho did reach the front entrance 
found it jammed with people who were 
fighting and shrieking to get out One 
of the double doors had been bolted 
shut so as to better enable the ticket 
taker to take up tickets. 
Not more 
than two persons could pass this door 
at one time, and after the first half 
dozen got through the narrow' passage 
it became clogged with the struggling 
mass of humanity . Men, women, boy s 
and girls and chairs were tangled up 
in a solid mass that no one from the 


outside was able Jo disentagle. 
In the meantime someone discov* 
ered that there were fire escapes each 
side of the building and dozens made 
their exits by those avenues and gave 
the alarm. The fire bell was rung and 
the w'hole town was aroused and went 
to the rescue. All this time the flames 
from 
the 
oil 
tank 
were creeping 
toward the terrified mass of people, 
who were shrieking frantically and 
fighting to get out. The noise w as ter­ 
rific and few heard the cries of those 
who found the fire escapes. 
Some of 
the bravest who had gained the fire es­ 
capes pulled dozens from the strug­ 
gling mass and directed them to the 
sides of the building. 
While the fren­ 
zied people were fighting to get down 
the front steps the calcium light tank 
exploded and fire was spread over the 
entire mass of people. 
This added 
horror was more than the feeble res­ 
cuers could stand, and in order to save 
their own lives they were forced to 
flee dowm the fire escapes. 
On the 
front steps outside the door men pull­ 
ed frantically to open a w'ay for the 
wedged-in people, but not more than 
half a dozen were rescued in this man­ 
ner. 
The explosion of the calcium 
tank and the flames from the front 
stage, which had by this time reached 
the struggling people, made further 
rescue impossible. The entire interior 
of the building was one seething fur­ 
nace. Firemen threw a feeble stream 
of water into the burning building, but 
it had no effect on the flames. 
The 
cries of the struggling people, many 
with their clothing already ablaze, and 
the moans of the dy ing were heart­ 
rending. 
Fathers and brothers, frenzied by 
the thought that loved ones were in 
the fiery place, were compelled to re­ 
treat. 
Nothing could be done to get 
their people out, and they were forced 
to stand by and watch the awful sacri­ 
fice of life. 
Every thing possible that 
could be done to get the people out 
before the. flames reached them was 
resorted to, but it was too late. 
The 
flames traveled w'ith the rapidity of a 
prairie fire.

Indianapolis. Jan. 15.—With a view 
to guarding more closely the lives of 
the traveling public, the Indiana rail­ 
road commission is preparing a circu­ 
lar, copies of which will be forwarded 
to officials of all traction and interur- 
han railroad companies in the state. 
The circular directs the traction and 
interurban men to meet with the com­ 
mission Feb. 10 for the purpose of 
conferring on the rules now employed 
by such companies and the methods 
used in operating their lines. The pur­ 
pose of the conference is to agree on 
some set of rules which may be com­ 
plied with by the employes of all trac­ 
tion and interurban companies. 
“ The action of the commission In 
this case,” said W. J. Wood, commis­ 
sioner, “ grows out of the investigation 
of accidents and especially an acci­ 
dent on the Evansville & Mt. Vernon 
traction line, when two cars collided 
and one passenger was killed and sev­ 
eral others seriously injured.” 
Mr. 
Wood made a personal investigation 
of the wreck to which he referred. 
“ The interurban companies,” said 
Mr. Wood, “ have had this question of 
a revision of their train rules under 
consideration for some time. They are 
impressed with the necessity for ac­ 
tion, and are willing to co-operate with 
the commission.” 
The last accident 
bulletin of the commission for the 
months of July, August and September 
showed that during these months the 
electric lines of the state had caused 
eight deaths. The number injured on 
electric lines was thirty-four.
